In the good old 
clays this was not necessary, but af- 
ter railroads were invented it was 
found necessary to adopt some new 
plan, and that of standard time was 
selected, and it has proven very ef- 
fective, and very few of us do 'any 
worrying because 12 o'clock does not 
come at the exact moment when the.

above? we have come to the conclu- 
sion that Mr. Cochran does not grasp 
the idea as proposed by those who 
want to set the clock ahead. He puts 
up a strenuous objection to making 
the clock lie, and tells of all the con- 
fusion that would result from the 
matter, and then in the next para- 
graph says: 
"If the whole country 


could agree on eastern time the idea 
might not be so bad, provided uni- 
form time were possible." 
He has said the whole thing in one 


sentence, and this is exactly what is 
proposed to do. 
If the time is set 


ahead in one place, it must be done 
in all places and the plan adopted by 
everybody, railroads, mills, street 
cars theaters, in fact everything, so 
there would be no confusion. Inis 
is the only thing- that is stopping the 
matter at the present time, to get 
everybody to agree to the plan and 
have all the clocks changed at the 
one time. 
As to making the clock lie, that 


is not troubling us very much. Most 
clocks are liars, anyway, and some 
people claim that this is the reason 
they habitually hold their haflds be- 
fore their face, because 
they 
are 


ashamed of themselves for lying so 
much.

If, for sentimental 
reasons, 
or 


otherwise, a man did not care to 
strain the conscience of his clock; 
that is, if it was one of these old fam- 
ily affairs that has told the time for 
ages without ever running down or 
varying a moment in 
its

duties and would probably stop if 
asked to lie, he could easily leave it 
the way it had always been and re- 
member that he must be an hour 
earlier if he wanted to be in with the 
procession.

SEA TRAFFIC OPENS UP AGAIN 


Fourteen Ships Arrive at New York 


From the War Zone, After Passing 


; Safely Through U-Boat Field—Two 


• 
Big Cunard Liners Ready to Sail. 


1 Washington, Feb. 20.—The United 
States navy already possesses a num- 
ber or submarine nets and constant 
experiments arc being carried on in 
placing them In their proper positions, 
testing their effectiveness, etc., accord- 
ing to a statement made at Washing- 
ton by Secretary of tho Navy Daniels. 


It is understood the department has 


enough submarine nets to protect all 
•of the important harbors in the United

and Other Matters Not Regarded 


as Serious Questions—Refu- 


gees In Turkey May 


Be Removed. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.-The 


American government continues its 
waiting policy toward Germany's sub- 
marine warfare although It is taken 
for granted in all quarters that Presi- 
dent Wilson will go before congress 
on the situation before adjournment, 
March 4, and ask for full power to act 
in tho protection of American life and 
property.'

The confident belief that this action 


will bo taken Is based on the knowl- 
edge that the president wishes to avoid 
calling an extra session of congress 
If possible, and the reiterated declara- 
tions of members of the administra- 
tion that the present conditions under 
which most of the American ships in 
overseas trade have been frightened 
Into cancelling sailing dates can not 
be permitted to continue. 


The small number of vessels sunk 


by submarines within the last few days 
is attracting no little attention. 
Offi- 


cials always point out,'however, that 
this does not alter tho, fact that 
through fear 
of tho consequences 


American ships and many of those of 
other nationalities are remaining in 
port. 


Sea War Only Vital 'Issue. 


In administration circles It is stated 


that the only serious question in dis- 
pute between the two countries Is the 
submarine problem. It was stated by 
an authority close to the state depart- 
ment that the numerous other mat- 
ters which have aggravated tho break 
between the two countries, the deten- 
tion of tho Yarrowdale prisoners, and 
other matters of this character, were 
merely collateral Issues. 


At the state department, however, it 


was stated that so far as official ad- 
vices went, the seventy-two American 
citizens taken to Germany aboard the 
Yarrowdale were still detained. This 
government has been notified through 
Spain that the Yarrowdale prisoners 
"would be released shortly," but no 
official notice that they had been 
turned loose has been forthcoming. 
Tho department announced that the 
peremptory demand for their release 
has been forwarded tb Berlin (but that 
so far it had produced no reply. De- 
spite the communication through the 
Spanish government, the administra- 
tion was plainly concerned over the 
continued detention of tho prisoners. 
The state department also is waiting 
with some anxiety for the actual de- 
parture of the trainload of consular 
officers and other Americans, who, acr 
coding to Berlin advices, will leave 
Germany aome time this week. 


Will Remove Refugees. 


Action to relieve tho 1,000 or more 


American 
refugees under Turkish 


jurisdiction In Asia Minor now rests 
with the President. Tho state depart- 
ment and the navy department have 
placed the entire matter.in his hands. 
He will review the entire situation and 
Is expected to make a decision soon. 
The Turkish foreign office has agreed 
to the departure of the Americans and 
the cruiser DCS Molnes and the collier 
Caesar are awaiting orders to proceed 
to Beirut to take them off. 


To Appraise Fighting Forces. 


Army and navy bureau chiefs have 


been instructed to compile Immediate- 
ly an exact appraisement of the con- 
dition of the regular fighting forces 
of thev, country for the information of 


President Wilson. 
The • report will 


deal witn questions both of personnel 
and material. 


The most immediate need in both 


tho army and navy is for officers and 
men. It will be shown in the reports, 
however, that every effort has been 
made to overcome this .difficulty. 


It also will be shown that while 


there 'has been some speeding up of 
naval construction, radical measures 
•will be necessary to accomplish im- 
portant results in this direction. Au- 
thority to commander private plants 
and to suspend the eight hour law on 
navy contracts has been included in 
the pending navy appropriation bill. 


Relief Workers to Remain. 


News of Germany's retraction of her( 


order forcing the American members 
of the' Belgian relief committee to 
leave Belgium and notrhern France 
was received by state department offi- 
cials and by Herbert C, Hoover, chair- 
man of the commission, with both sur- 
prise and pleasure. Apart from a brief 
telegram from Brand Whitlock saying 
negotiations of some sort were under 
way, neither the department nor Mr. 
Hoover had any official advices on the 
subject. 


May Avert Austrian Break. 


Vienna, Feb. 19.—Despite the fact 


that some of the newspapers are tak- 
ing a gloomy view of Austro-American 
relations, and the situation brought 
about by the severing of relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany, 
official circles in Vienna are Inclined 
to believe that the situation Is not en- 
tirely hopeless. This also is the view 
of Frederic C. Penfleld,.the American 
ambassador, who is doing everything 
possible to assist In reaching, a friend- 
ly solution of the situation. 


The Austro-Hungarian 
government 


remains in almost total Ignorance of 
what measures are needed in order to 
meet the views of President Wilson 
and his cabinet. The impression here 
is that in Washington it is believed 
the dual monarchy will recede from 
the 'position taken jointly with Ger- 
many, regarding submarine •warfare.- 


The feeling here, however, is that 


while the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment might consider, small modifica- 
tions of the new blockade regulations, 
as Germany has done in the case of 
Holland, there is not the slightest 
chance that it will yield in the least, 
so far as the principle involved is con- 
cerned.

perial order, signed by the German em- 
peror and addressed "To My Navy," Is 
published in the Marine Verordnungs- 
blatt: 


"In the Impending decisive battle 


the task falls to my navy of turning 
the English war method of starvation, 
by means of which our most hated and 
most obstinate enemy intends to over- 
throw the German people, against him 
and his allies by combating their sea 
traffic with all means in our power. 


"In this work thp submarines will 


stand in the first rank. I expect this 
weapon to be developed with wise fore- 
sight at our admirable yards, in co- 
operation with all our other naval 
fighting weapons, and supported by the 
spirit which during the whole course 
of the war. has enabled us to perform 
brilliant deeds, It will break our ene- 
mies' war designs." 


Further Restrictions on Imports. 
London, Feb. 16.—Premier Lloyd 


George .will jmake on Monday an im- 
portant statement 'With reference to 
tho further restriction of imports and 
the encouragement of agriculture in 
view of the submarine menace. It is 
understood that, while the list of pro- 
hibited imports will be extensive and 
cover many trades, there will-be no 
sudden reduction in the bare necessi- 
ties of life. The prohibition will be 
made at the instance of the .controller 
of sniping, after careful consideration 
of the tonnage available and the risks 
to be run, and are intended to provide 
a margin 'of safety for a varied and 
ample food^supply.

In 1896 ,and Escaped Death' 


by Swallowing Letter.

San Antonio, Tex., Feb. 20.—Gen. 


Frederick Fun'ston, commander of the 
southern department, died here last 
night, a few minutes after he collapsed 
while In a local hotel, where he had 
gone with a party of friends. Attend- 
ing physicians say the cause of death 
was acute indigestion. 


General 'Funston had^ just 'finished 


dinner and was playing" with a child 
when he fell unconscious. 


Funston^Always a Fighter. 


Not until 3806, when the Cuban In- 


surrection was at its height, did Fred- 
erick Funston become known through- 
out the United States as a first-class 
fighting man, 
but his friends- In Kan- 


sas—where he spent his early manhood 
—long had so classified him. 


As n student at the University of 


Kansas, when he weighed less than 
100 pounds, he conquered a 200-pound 
"bad man" who threatened him with 
a razor. To add to the giant's humilia- 
tion, Funston marched him through the 
streets of Lawrence, Kan., at the point 
of a revolver, to a police station. 


A few years later, while city editor 


of a paper In Fort Smith, Ark., young 
Funston stirred up Intense fettling by 
attacking editorially the publication's 
own political parry leaders during the 
absence of his editor in chief. 


Heid on Despite Threat)}. 


Many threats are said to have been 


made against Funston and the news- 
paper property, bur he remained on 
guard until his superior returned, and 
then turned over the plant, unharmed. 
Incidentally, Funston also resigned. 


Funston's first experience on the 


firing line came In Cuba, where he 
commanded General Gomez' artillery 
with remarkable results. 


'Captured by Spaniards. 


Captured by Spaniards on his way 


to Havana, he escaped death by swal- 
lowing a letter to the president of 
Cuba which would have proved his 
Identity. 


While « colonel of the famous Twen- 


tieth Kansas volunteer * Infantry In 
the Philippine war 
Funston per- 


formed feats of bravery thnt brought 
him the title of brigadier general. His 
capture of Agulnaldo and his fording 
of the Rib Grande river at Columplt 
under fire featured his work. 


Funston has been described by his 


superiors as absolutely fearless. Ever 
ready to plunge Into danger,^he cured 
little whether his force equaled that 
of his opponent 
One day, the story 


goes, when it appeared certain the 
Filipinos would destroy three com- 
panies under 
Funston's 
command. 


Gen. 
Harrison Gray Otis inquired of 


the colonel how long he could hold his 
position. 


Repulses Filipinos. 


"Until I am mustered out!" Funston 


replied; and he made good by repuls- 
ing the Filipinos. 


When 
the 
volunteers 
were dis- 


charged, Funston retained his rank 
as member of the regular army. As 
n regular, he made a mark by main- 
taining order In San Francisco during 
the disaster of 1900. Temporarily in 
charge of the troops at the Presidio, 
when the disturbance came, he quick- 
ly declared martial law and set about 
obtaining 
accommodations for 
the 


homeless, keeping down the cost of 
food 
and arresting trouble-makers. 


It was while he was In command of 
the troops at Vera Cruz In 1914 that 
he was raised to the rank of major 
general. He was then forty-nine years 
old. , 


The ambition of Funston's youth 


was to go to West Point, but he failed 
In an entrance examination. In later 
years he repeatedly outranked West 
Pointers who were In school when he 
failed of admission. 


Commanded Border Forces. 


General Funston was born at New 


Carlisle, O., November 9,1S65. He was 
the son of Edward Hogue Funston. 


Physically, 'Funston was one of the 


smalfest men In the United States 
army. He was barely 5 feet 5 Inches 
tall and usually weighed'less-than 120 
pounds. In ciyil life he was modest 
and retiring. 


When trouble In Mexico made it 


necessary to send an American ex- 
pedition to Vera Cruz in April, 1914, 
General Fuustori was put In com- 
mand of the troops. He was military 
governor, of Vera Cruz until Novem- 
ber, 1914. 


Late in 1914 he was made a roajor 


general 
and • appointed commander 


of the southern department.

NOT BE TOLERATED. 


Official News "Received at Washing- 


ton Shows That Revolt Has As- 


sumed Large Proportions. 


Washington. Feb. 10— Reports tell- 


ing of the spread of the liberal revolt 
in Cuba aroused such apprehension 
here that Secretary Lansing on Wed- 
nesday cabled a second warning to the 
people of the republic that the United 
States would not'regard as legal any 
government set up by violence. 


The message went to Minister Gon- 


zales at Havana and to every Ameri- 
can consul, to be circulated all over 
the Msland. It says that "the govern- 
ment of the United States has given 
Its confidence and support only to gov- 
ernments established through legal 
and constitutional methods." 


Mr. Lansing pointed out the respon- 


sibility of the United States in con- 
nection with Cuba and intimated very 
clearly that revolution was not to be 
tolerated. 


Secretary Balcer nuounced that with 


the approval of the president a deal 
had been closed for the sale of 10,000 
army rifles and 2.000.000 rounds of 
ammunition to the Cuban government. 
Negotiations for the purchase had 
been In progress for several months. 


Official news from Cuba convinced 


the administration that the rebellion 
already had assumed greater propor- 
tions 
than 
had 
been anticipated. 


President Menocal has declared thnt 
the uprising will be confined, to a 
small area, and that It can last only 
a few days. 


U. S. TO FIX PAPER PRICE 


Federal Trade Board Will Probably 


Fix Maximum Price of Print Paper 


—Makers O. K. Plan. 


Washington, Feb. 19—For the first 


time In the history of American big 
business, an Industry has voluntarily 
offered to submit to price-fixing by a 
government agency. As a result it Is 
expected that the federal trade com- 
mission will fix a maximum price for 
newsprint paper by March 1 next. The 
principal newsprint paper manufac- 
turers of the United States and Can- 
ada, have submitted to the commission 
a proposition providing that they will 
agree to be bound by any price for 
paper which the commission declares 
upon arbitration to be fair and reason- 
able. 


The commission has taken the pro- 


posal under consideration and It is 
strongly intimated that the plan will 
be accepted and carried out speedily. 
Scores of small newspaper publishers 
have Informed the commission that un- 
less relief Is forthcoming shortly they 
must suspend. Prices for paper have 
Increased over n range of from 100 to 
800 per cent in the last IS months.

Great Britain Warns Shipping In Cer-

dangerous area In the North sea be- 
cause of operations against Germany 
has been given by the British admir- 
alty. A copy of the notice,, dated Feb- 
ruary 13, WAS received at the state de- 
partment It warns shipping that after 
February 7 a prescribed area Including 
all waters off Germany and parts of 
Holland and Denmark will be'danger- 
ous and should be avoided. 


"In view of the unrestricted warfare 


carried on by Germany at sea by means 
of mines and submarines," says the no- 
tice, "not only against the allied pow- 
ers but also against neutral shipping, 
and the fact that merchant ships are 
constantly sunk without regard to the 
ultimate safety of their crews, his ma- 
jesty's government gives uoi,ice that on 
and after February 17 the mentioned 
area In the North sea will be rendered 
dangerous to all shipping by operations 
against the enemy aud it should there- 
fore be avoided."

sas—where he spent his early manhood 


•long hud so classified him. 
As a student at the University of 


Kansas, when lie weighed less than 
100 pounds, lie conquered 'a 200-pound 
bud man" who threatened him with 
a razor. To add to tho giant's humilia- 
tion, Funstdii marched him through the 
streets of Lawrence, Kan., at the point 
of a revolver, to a police station. 


A few years later, while city editor 


of a paper In Fort Smith, Ark., young 
Funstrm .stirred up Intense feeling by 
attacking editorially the publication's 
own political party leaders dui'lug tho 
absence of his editor In chief. 


Held on Despite Thrcatn.

made against Funston und the news- 
paper property, but he remained on 
guard until his superior returned, and 
then turned over the plant, unharmed. 
Incidentally, Funston also resigned. 


Funston's first experience on the 


firing line came In Cuba, where he 
commanded (leneral Gomez' artillery 
with remarkable results.

tall urn! usually weighed less than 120 
pounds. In civil life he was modest 
and retiring.

General Funston was put In com- 
mand of the troops.

1916 show that the drys 
advanced, the total vote in 201 elec- 
tions being 31,012 for local option, and 
27 733 against it. Among cities landed 
in the dry column were Superior, 
Platteville and Lancaster. . 


According to the report, wet villages 


and cities greatly outnumber the dry 
places, but in townships the wets and 
drys are running a close race. A com- 
pilation of the population in wet and 
dry townships show that 389,460 per- 
sons are living in dry. towns against

There are close to 8,000 saloons in

Detention 
of Yarrowdale Prisoners 


and Other Matters Not Regarded 


as Serious Questions—Refu- 


gees in Turkey May 


Be Removed. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20. —The 


American government Continues its 
waiting policy toward Germany's sub- 
marine warfare although it is taken 
for granted in all quarters that Presi- 
dent Wilson will go before congress 
on the situation before adjournment, 
March 4, and ask for full power to act 
in the protection of American life and 
property. 
The confident belief that this action 


will be taken is based on the knowl- 
edge that the president wishes to avoid 
calling an extra session of congress 
if possible, and the reiterated declara- 
tions of members of the administra- 
tion that the present conditions under 
which most of the American ships in 
overseas trade have been frightened 
into cancelling sailing dates can not 
be permitted to continue. 


The small number of vessels sunk 


by submarines within the last few days 
is attracting no little attention. 
Offi- 


cials always point out, however, that 
this does not alter the , fact that 
through 
fear of the 
consequences 


American ships and many o£ those of 
other nationalities are remaining in 
port. 


Sea War Only Vital Issue. 


In administration circles it is stated 


that the only serious question in dis- 
pute between the two countries is the 
submarine problem. It was stated by 
an authority close to the state depart- 
ment that the numerous other mat- 
ters which have aggravated the break 
between the two countries, the deten- 
tion of the Yarrowdale prisoners, and 
other matters of this character, were 
merely collateral issues. 


At the state department, however, it 


was stated that so far as official ad- 
vices went, the seventy-two American 
citizens taken to Germany aboard the 
Yarrowdale were still detained. This 
government has been notified through 
Spain that the Yarrowdale prisoners 
"would be released shortly," but no 
official notice that they had been 
turned loose has been forthcoming. 
The department announced that the 
peremptory demand for their release 
has been forwarded to Berlin but that 
so far it had produced no reply. De- 
spite the communication through the 
Spanish government, the administra- 
tion was plainly concerned over the 
continued detention of the prisoners. 
The state department also is waiting 
with some anxiety for the actual de- 
parture of the trainload of consular 
officers and other Americans, who, ac- 
cording to Berlin advices, will leave 
Germany some time this week. 


Will Remove Refugees. 


Action to relieve the 1,000 or more 


American 
refugees 
under 
Turkish 


jurisdiction in Asia Minor now rests 
with the President. The state oepart- 
rnent and the navy department have 
placed the entire matter.in his hands. 
He will review the entire situation and 
is expected to make a decision soon. 
The Turkish foreign office has agreed 
to the departure of the Americans and 
the cruiser DOS Moines and the collier 
Caesar are awaiting orders to proceed 
to Beirut to take them off. 


To Appraise Fighting Forces. 


Army and navy bureau chiefs have 


been instructed to compile immediate- 
ly an exact appraisement of the con- 
dition of the regular fighting forces 
o£ the, country for the information of 


President Wilson. 
The report will 


deal witn questions both of personnel 
and material. 


The most immediate need in both 


the army and navy is for officers and 
men. It will be shown in the reports, 
however, that every effort has been 
made to overcome this difficulty. 


It also will be shown that, while 


there has been some speeding up of 
naval construction, radical measures 
will be necessary to accomplish im- 
portant results In this direction. Au- 
thority to commander private plants 
and to suspend the eight hour law on 
navy contracts has been included in 
the pending navy appropriation bill. 


Relief Workers to Remain. 


News of Germany's retraction of her 


order forcing the American members 
of the Belgian relief committee to 
leave Belgium and notrhern France 
was received by state department offi- 
cials and by Herbert C. Hoover, chair- 
man of the commission, with both sur- 
prise and pleasure.

official circles in Vienna are inclined 
to believe that the situation is not en- 
tirely hopeless. This also is the view 
of Frederic C. Penfieid, the American 
ambassador, who is doing everything 
possible to assist in reaching a friend- 
ly solution of the situation. 


The Austro-Hungarian 
government 


remains in almost total ignorance of 
what measures are needed in order to 
meet the views of President Wilson 
and his cabinet.

Imperial Order By German Ruler De- 


clares Impending Battle Will 


Be Decisive. 


Berlin, Feb. 16.—The following im- 


perial order, signed by the German em- 
peror and addressed "To My Navy," is 
published in the Marine Verordnungs- 
blatt: 
"In the impending decisive battle 


the task falls to my navy of turning 
the English war method of starvation, 
by means of which our most hated and 
most obstinate enemy intends to over- 
throw the German people, against him 
and bis allies by combating their sea 
traffic with all means in our power. 


"In this work the submarines will 


stand in the first rank. I expect this 
weapon to be developed vrith wise fore- 
sight at our admirable yards, in co- 
operation with all our other naval 
fighting weapons, and supported by the 
spirit which during the whole course 
of the war. has enabled us to perform 
brilliant deeds, it will break our ene- 
mies' war designs." 


Further Restrictions on Imports. 


London, Feb. 16.—Premier Lloyd 


George .will make on Monday an im- 
portant statement with reference to 
the further restriction of imports and 
the encouragement of agriculture in 
view of the submarine menace. It is 
understood that, while the list of pro- 
hibited imports will be extensive and 
cover many trades, there will be no 
sudden reduction in the bare necessi- 
ties of life. The prohibition will be 
made at the instance of the controller 
of sniping, after careful consideration 
of the tonnage available and the risks 
to be run, and are intended to provide 
a margin of safety for a varied and 
ample food--supply.

General Funston had just finished 


dinner and was playing with a child 
when he fell unconscious. 


Funston -Always a Fighter. 


Not until 1896, when the Cuban in- 


surrection was at its height, did Fred- 
erick Funston become known through- 
out the United States as a first-class 
fighting man, but his friends in Kan- 
sas — Where he spent his early manhood 
— long had so classified him. 


As a student at the University of 


Kansas, when he weighed less than 
100 pounds, he conquered 'a 200-pound 
"bad man" who threatened him with 
a razor. To add to the giant's humilia- 
tion, Funstou marched him through the 
streets of Lawrence. Kan., at the point 
of a revolver, to a police station. 


A few years later, while city editor 


of a paper in Fort Smith. Ark., young; 
Funston stirred up Intense feollng by 
attacking editorially the publication's 
own political party leaders during the 
absence of his editor in chief. 


Held on Despite Threatis. 


Many threats are said to have been 


made against Funston and the news- 
paper property, but he remained on 
guard until his superior returned, and 
then turned over the plant, unharmed, 
Incidentally, Funston also resigned. 


Funston's first experience on the 


firing line came in Cuba, where he 
commanded General Gomez' artillery 
with remarkable results.

Funston has been described by his 


superiors ns absolutely fearless. Ever 
ready to plunge into danger, he cared 
little whether his force equaled that 
of his opponent. One day. the story 
goes, when it appeared certain the 
Filipinos would destroy three com- 
panies 
under 
Funston's command, 


Gen. Harrison Gray Otis inquired of 
the colonel how long he could hold his 
position. 


Repulse* Filipinos. 


"Until I am mustered out '." Fcnston 


replied ; and he made good by repuls- 
ing the Filipinos. 


When 
the 
volunteers were dis- 


charged. Funston retained his rank 
as member of the regular army. As 
a regular, he made a mark by main- 
taining order In Snn Francisco during 
the disaster of 1900. Temporarily In 
charge of the troops at the Presidio, 
when the disturbance came, he quick- 
ly declared martial law and set about 
obtaining 
accommodations 
for 
the 


homeless, keeping down the cost of 
food 
and arresting trouble-makers. 


It was while he was in command of 
the troops at Vera Cruz in 1914 that 
he was raised to the rank of major 
general. He was then forty-nine years 
old. . 


The ambition of Funston's youth 


was to go to West Point, but he failed 
In an entrance examination. In later 
years he repeatedly outranked West 
Pointers who were in school when he 
failed of admission. 


Commanded Border Forces. 


General Funston was born at Xew 


Carlisle, O., November 9, 1S65. He was 
the son of Edward Hogue Funston. 


Physically, Funston was one of the 


smallest men in the United States 
army. He was barely 5 feet 5 inches 
tall and usually weighed less than 120 
pounds, 
in civil life he was modest 


and retiring. 


When trouble In Mexico made it 


necessary to send an American ex- 
pedition to Vera Cruz In April, 1914, 
General Funston was put In com- 
mand of the troops. He was military 
governor of Vera Cruz until Novem- 
ber, 1914. 


Late in 1914 he was made a major 


general 
and 
appointed 
commander 


of the southern department. 


In March, 1916, he was given com- 


mand of the United States troops 
along the border of Mexico and also 
of the troops sent into Mexico In 
pursuit of Villa.

Some time ago, a lawyer, who has 


had a great deal of experience-with 
criminals, expressed the positive -be- 
lief that crime is largely an expres- 
sion of ill health.-; He dtated that the 
average- criminal is fourteen pounds 
under normal weight. 
He sal din 


part, that the ability to resist -crime 
is physical and depends. largely on 
health. With ill-health or malnutr-t 
tion in the young, the first rthing to 
give way is the power of self control;, 
Poverty causes .ill health; ill -health 
causes crime; accidental mutilation 
creates an aptitude for crime; ne- 
glected youth and education • cause 
crime.

In 1870, a Scotch prison physician 


said that it Is frequently .a difficult 
problem for the expert-in. mental di- 
seases to determine "where badness 
ends a/nd madness begih's. • The 
in- 


mates of asylums and of prisons are 
so nearly allied that thin partitions 
do their walls divide." In our Wis- 
consin -prison, it has been found ;that 
the inmates are uncommonly subject 
to degenerative diseases which cause. 
a breaking down, of mental-and moral 
strength.

Act Benefits the Farmer.1'

.-The 'federal land banks established 


under this not will stand/ready at all 
times, it 'is .expectecU$to:'lGnd' money 
to farmers on farm •mortgage secur- 
ity. The.interest changes will be-not 
more than 6 per cent nor more than 
1 per cent above theM-ate paid on the 
bonds sold-by the banks. If 4% per 
cent bonds should be Issued, there- 
fore, the rate charged on loans would 
be 5,% per cent or'less. 
There will 


be no commissions or bonuses. 
The 


loans will be made.'for periods of 
Lime ranging from 5 to '40 years, 
thus doing away with the trouble and 
expense of frequent renewals.. 


The payment of a certain part of 


the-principal annually or semianuu- 
ally, with the interest, will be re- 
cmtred.

Assemblyman SauQen of Eau Claire In- 


troduces Bill Prohibiting Buying 


Drinks for Others. 


Madison—Believing that the treat- 


Ing of liquor Is one of the evils of tho 
present day, Assemblyman C. N. Sau- 
gen o£ Eau Claire introduced a bill in 
tho lower house prohibiting treating. 
Ills measure provides Unit no keeper 
oC any saloon shall directly or indirect- 
ly soil or permit the sale or consump- 
tion, upqn tho premises or any adjoin- 
ing- premises controlled by him, of any 
drinks or linuor to or by any person 
other than tho person paying for tho 
thing in money 'at the time of sale,. 
Tho bill further provides that any per- 
son violating tho provision shall be 
guilty ot a misdemeanor and shall bo 
punished by a line of not less than $10 
nor more than $50. Upon the convic- 
tion, the license of tho saloon'keeper 
shall be revoked. 


Evury person who offers to treat or 


solicits any other person to treat in- 
toxicating liquor shall also bo deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction shall be punished by a fine of 
not loss than ?5, nor more than $25 or 
by Imprisonment in the county Jail not 
less tha'n five nor more than twenty 
days, 


Every licensed dealer in intoxlcatjns 


llqu'or shall after the passage of this 
act, post over his bar, In full view of 
all customers tho following motto In 
letters not less than four inches high: 


"Public 
treating 
of intoxicating 


liquor is forbidden by law." 


If a saloon keeper shall fail to com- 


ply with this provision oC the act ho 
shall be guilty of misdemeanor and 
may be punished by a fine ot from $5 
to $25.

cent more than what is received by the 
farmer.

Madison—Believing that the treat- 


ing of liquor is one of the evils of the 
present day, Assemblyman C. N. Sau- 
gen of Eau Claire introduced a bill in 
the lower house prohibiting treating.

sion of 111 health. Ho stated that the 
average criminal Is fourteen pounds 
under normal weight.

part, that tho ability to resist crime 
Is physical and depends largely on 
health. With Ill-health or malnutri- 
tion in tho young, tho first thing to 
Klvn way Is tho power of self control. 
Poverty causes 111 health; 111 health 
causes crime; accidental mutilation 
croatoa an aptitude for crime; ne- 
glocted youth und education cnube 
crime.

said that It Is frequently a difficult 
problem for tho expert in mental di- 
seases to determine "where badness

BENEFITS OP LOAN ACT 


U'ltj'fc In Which the New System Kur- 


nlHhos Aid tp the Farmer in J?l- 


jumcing His Business 


By reason of the facilities created 


by tho Federal tt'ariu loan act, which 
was passed last summ,er, it will be 
easier In the future for a farmer to 
secure money to make needed Im- 
provements or for tho purchase ot 
live stock, iincl It will be easier for 
the landless man to purchase a farm, 
according to ,a rooent publication of 
tho United States department of agri- 
culture (Farmers' Bulletin 792) en- 
titled "How the Federal Warm Loan 
Act Benefits the Farmer." 


The federal land banks established 


under this act will stand ready at all 
times, it Is expected^o' loud money 
to tarmors on farm mortgage secur- 
ity. 
Tho Interest chai'ges will be not 


more than 6 por cent nor more than 
1 per cent above the rate paid on the 
bonds sold by the banks. If 4% per 
cunt bonds should be Issued, there- 
fore, tho rate charged on loans would 
be 5-Mj por cent or loss. 
Thoie will 


bo no commissions or bonuses. Tho 
loans will bo inado for periods of 
time ranging fiom 5 to 40 years, 
thus doing away with the trouble and 
expense of frequent renewals. 


Tho payment of a certain part o-f 


the principal annually or semlannu- 
ally, with the interest, will be re- 
quired. 
Tho total payment, Includ- 


ing the interest, will bo tho same for 
each year, and will bo Just large 
enough so that tho entire principal 
will bo paid off at the end of the 
period. 
The annual payment thus 


required to pay on a loan of $1,000 
with interest at 5 pur cent, in 20 
years, is $80.24. 


After a loan has run 5 years tho 


borrower will be permitted to pay oft 
the whole amount, if he desires, on 
any Interest dnto, or to make partial 
payments In addition to the regular 
Installment. 


Tho requirement of Installment 


payments on the amortization plan, 
as outlined above, will serve, ihst, to 
cultivate habits of thrift In the bor- 
rower, and second, to make possible 
tho placing of tho loans at a lower 
into ol' Interest, since tha gradual ru- 
cluctton of the principal constantly 
Improves tho security for tho unpaid 
balance. 
Tho privilege of optional 


payments after 
the1 first 
5 years 


leave1! the borrower freo to discharge 
his Indebtedness before the end of 
tljo loan period, If ho finds it conven- 
ient to do .so. 


The federal land banks will per- 


form throe important services, 
(1) 


They will convert the security which 
farm mortgages afford Into a negoti- 
able lorm, known as farm-loan bonds. 
(2) They will furnish additional se- 
curity for tho piotectlon of those 
bonds, thru their capital and surplus, 
and thus make the bonds more at- 
tractive to Investors. 
(3 They will 


sell tho land-bank bonds in tho open 
Investment market, which, for ob- 
vlous reasons, tho small I'armur could 
not roach to advantage. 


Tlio bonds are to bo Issued in de- 


nominations ranging from 
$25 to 


$ I , O O U , and it is expected that the 
bonds of small denomination will en- 
courage saving thru their appeal to 
Individuals who have not been in tho 
hubit of making investments. 
Tho 


bonds will be secured not onl); by 
farm mortgages dopositod in trust 
with a government otllctnl (the regis- 
trar for tho land-bank district) but 
also, as indicated above, by the capi- 
tal and surplus of tho 12 land banks. 


Both mortgages and bonds will be 


exempt from all forms of taxation. 


Farmers who wish to obtain money 


from tho federal land banks will or- 
dinarily uo oblige*! to form local loan 
associations, and get their loans thru 
these organizations, The local loan 
associations will Improve the credit 
of their members, and reduce tho cost 
of their loans thru tho performance 
of certain definite sorvlces, among 
which are tho tallowing: 
The com- 


mitlro called the "loan committee"' 
of the association will appraise tho 
property offered as security and ap- 
prove all applications for loans which 
arc sent to tho land bank, The sec- 
lotary-trcasurer of 
(lie association 


will transmit the papois and carry on 
all correspondence with the land bank 
relative to tho loans. Tho association 
will guarantee tho mortgages of It.s 
members, tho liability of any indi- 
vidual member being limited, how- 
over, to an additional sum equal to 
tho amount of his capital stock, or 
approximately to 5 por cent of his 
own loan. 


One important function of the new 


system will bo to establish safe stan- 
dards for the farm-mortgage busi- 
ness of tho United States; for It is 
not proposed to extend any credit ex- 
\cpt on the basis at proper security, 
III addition to tho Indorsement of the 
ofyil association, ovory loan must 
hiute tho approval of ono of tho sal- 
aried appraisers appointed 
by tho 


government 
for tho several 
land 


banks'k 
• 


Further, not more than $10,000 


may beyoanod to one borrower, nor 
more th'ln 50 por cent of the value of 
the landV'offored as security plus 20 
per Cent at the value of the buildings; 
and tho mflnoy must bo used for spec- 
Hied productive purposes, such as the 
purchase otAfarm land, Improvements 
equipment, Jprtlllzers, or live slock, 
or for the payment of existing In- 
debtedness. \ 


The federal;, farm loan board of 


tho treasury department has general 
charge of the system. 
Tho depart- 


ment of agriculture will co-operate 
with this board in\mpplying Informa- 
tion and 
rendering assistance 
to 


farmers who desire', to take advan- 
tage of tht) federal farm loan act, es- 
pecially with referencfy to the'organi- 
xatlon of local loan,associations.

number of offers of service which are 
being received that It would not be a 
diniculty thing for the United States 
In case of war to raise quickly an 
army of 000,000 men by the volunteer 
plan, but even with all the surface In- 
dications that such an army at once 
could bo called to the Instruction 
camps, the officials fear that It will 
be hard to get such a number of phys- 
ically fit men without resorting to con- 
scription, 


One of the striking things about the 


offers of service which have been re- 
ceived at headquarters In Washington 
fs that there Is nothing like the po- 
litical pressure being exerted 
that 


there was In Civil war and Spanish 
war days, to secure a commission as a 
ranking officer for this man or that

The uulntelllgence of the oflV 
cers In charge of the.work was shown, 
by the fact that they frequently cut 
out stories of things concerning which 
the British government had already 
made public announcement, nnd on tho 
other hand, they allowed things to go 
through which were pronouncedly im- 
proper for publication In a time of 
war,

What the Correspondents Want. 
What the newspaper jnen here will 


probably ask of the war department 
is that a set of rules plainly expressed 
be Issued as a guide to writing, and 
more than Mils, that the censors shall 
be men who have, had experience In 
journalism. There are many such men 
In the army whoso service can be se- 
cured. 


More than anything else the corre- 


spqnclents will ask that their dis- 
patches and their letters be passed up- 
on as quickly as possible.

To Buy Famous Battlefield. 


Representative Clmrlds 0. Carlln 


of Virginia, acting ns spokesman for

war between the states, has Introduced 
u bill Into congress for tho purchase of 
the battlefield of Bull Hun, where the 
first pitched fight of the war of the 
•sixties took place. 


>0n the fiftieth anniversary of the 


Battle of Bull Run the boys In blue 
and gray shook hands In friendship. 
It seems hardly possible that the bill 
which Mr. Ciirllii has prepared can 
pass at this session, but generally 
where tho veteran soldiers of a nation 
have been whole-heartedly sentimental 
congress pays heed to their wishes. 


The bill, us drafted, provides for the 


carrjlng out of the recommendations 
made by the special board of army 
officers appointed in 1013 that the sec- 
retary of war be authorized to pur- 
chase for the United States the battle- 
fields of the first and the second Bull 
Run, 
at a cost not to exceed $50,000. 


The measure would authorize the sec- 
retary of war to protect the two orig- 
inal monuments erected by the United 
States troops In 1805 and to assume 
the care of the other monuments and 
markers on the historic battlefields, 
which were erected without expense to 
the government. It would also give 
the official power to improve the lands 
to be purchased, to provide convenient 
approaches from the public roads for 
visitors and to mark the lines of bat- 
tle and the location of troops during 
the' military operations from 1803 to 
1805, 


Kept Up by Henry and His Heirs. 
Those who are working for the pass- 


age of tho bill by congress point out 
that Henry hill Is location of tho first 
monument erected on any battlefield 
of the Civil war. 
The site was se- 


lected .by 
the 
veterans themselves 


from all possible sites. 
They point 


out nlslo' that Mr. Henry r.p to 1SOS, 
nnd his heirs since his death, have 
performed the duties which fairly and 
legitimately devolved upon the gov- 
ernment. With regard to the memorial 
stones on the battlefields, tho attor- 
ney for tho Henry heirs said: 


"There is no law, state or national, 


which would have prevented ,the own- 
ers of the farm from removing the 
memorial 
stones. 
The government 


which had placed them In position had 
been to all appearances utterly Indif- 
ferent to their care and preservation.. 
Whatever credit Is due for handing 
down, this monument to the present 
or future generations Is,.due to the 
owners of the property.. When the 
fence with, which tho United States 
army inclosed It fell Into .tfc.oay, they, 
built another one, ..which they have re- 
newed 'at .th'elr own expense from time 
to time They have kept the grass cut, 
the weeds cut out, the trees planted 
by the soldiers trimmed, and under 
their shade they have permitted the 
veterans to gather In reunions from 
time to time, even though they were 
obliged temporarily to surrender the 
privacy of their home. ..And American 
citizen's and foreign tourists allke'.have 
been allowed to visit the Interesting 
nnd .historic localities that abound on 
tho farm."

IS CRIME A DISEASE? . 


One cannot meet Thomas Mo.tt Os- 


borne or study the work that he has 
done in the reform of prison condi- 
tions at Sing Sing without feeling 
that society is making an awful mess 
of its efforts to solve the problem of 
the criminal. 
Osborne has showed 


that the convicts he has come to 
know so well are, in many respects, 
much the same as the general run of 
people outside of prisons. 
Others 
are more like irresponsible children 
than the vicious individuals we com- 
monly consider criminals to be. 
Some time ago, a lawyer, who has 


had a great deal of experience with 
criminals, expressed the positive be- 
lief that crime is largely an expres- 
sion of ill health. He stated that the 
average criminal is fourteen pounds 
under normal weight. 
He sai din 


part, that the ability to resist crime 
is physical and depends largely on 
health. With ill-health or malnutri-. 
tion in the young, the first thing to 
give way is the power of self control. 
Poverty causes ill health; ill health 
causes crime; accidental mutilation 
creates an aptitude for crime; ne- 
glected youth and education cause 
crime. 
1 
In 1870, a Scotch prison physician 


said that It is frequently a difficult 
problem for the expert in mental di- 
seases to determine "w_here badness 
ends a.-nd madness begins. 
The in- 
mates of asylums and of prisons are 
so nearly allied that thin partitions 
do their walls divide." 
In our Wis- 


consin -prison, it has been found that 
the inmates are uncommonly subject 
to degenerative diseases which cause 
a breaking down of mental and moral 
strength. 
It is a well established fact that 


criminal classes are especially likely 
to be drug fiends. Whether drug 
taking is merely a form of their'gen- 
eral lawless tendency or is respon- 
sible for breaking down the ability 
to resist evil tendencies is frequently 
a debatable question in an individual' 
instance. 
In 'either case, however, 
a health problem, is presented, 'the 
solution of which is sufficiently diffi- 
cult and sufficiently 
important 
to 
warrant the employment of the most 
skillful medical brains. And -while it 
is quite possible that mental disease 
experts may fall down on the job, 
also, the evidence that crime Is a 
manifestation of disease, rather than 
a condition which, stands alone, is 
sufficient to command the considera- 
tion of thinking people. 


BENEFITS OF LOAN ACT 


Ways in Which the New System Fur- 


nishes Aid to th'e Farmer In FI- 
iiancing His Business 


By reason of the facilities created 


by the Federal (farm loan act, which 
was passed last summ,er, it will be 
easier in the future for a farmer to 
secure money to make needed im- 
provements or for the purchase of 
live stock, and it will be easier for 
the landless man to purchase a farm, 
according to .a recent publication of 
the United States department ot agri- 
culture (Farmers' Bulletin 792) en- 
titled "How the Federal Farm Loan 
Act Benefits the Farmer." 
,.'. . 
The federal land banks established 


under this ac.t will stand ready at all 
times, it 'is expect'ed^to' lend money 
to farmers on farm mortgage secur- 
ity. 
The interest charges will be not 


more than 6 per cent nor more than 
1 per cent above the rate paid on the 
bonds sold by the banks. 
If 4% per 


cent bonds should be Issued, there- 
fore, the rate charged on loans would 
be 5% per cent or less. 
There will 


be no commissions or bonuses. The 
loans will be made for periods of 
time ranging from 5 to 40 years, 
thus doing away with the trouble and 
expense of frequent renewals.. 


The payment of a certain part of 


the principal annually or semiannu- 
ally. with the interest, will be re- 
quired. 
The total payment, includ- 


ing the interest, will be the same for 
each year, anpl will be just large 
enough so that the entire principal 
will be paid off at the end of. the 
period. 
The annual payment thus 


required to pay on a loan of $1,000 
with interest at 5 per cent, in 20 
years, is $80.24. , 
After a loan has run 5 years tne 


borrower will be permitted to pay off 
the whole amount, if he desires, on 
any interest date, or to make partial 
payments in addition to the regular 
installment. 
> 
,, 
*. 
The requirement 
of 
installment 


payments on the amortization plan, 
as outlined above, wjll serve, first, to 
cultivate habits of thrift in the bor- 
rower, and second, to make possible 
the placing of the- loans at a lower 
rate of Interest, since the gradual re- 
duction of the principal constantly 
improves the security for the unpaid 
balance. 
The privilege .of optional 


payments .after 
the' first 5 years 


leaves the borrower free to discharge 
his indebtedness before .the end of 
the loan period, if he finds it conven- 
ient to do so. 
The federal land banks .will per- 


form three important services. 
(1) 


They will convert the security which 
farm mortgages afford into a negoti- 
able form, known as farm-loan bonds. 
(2) They will furnish additional se- 
curity for the protection of 
these 


bonds, thru their capital and surplus, 
and thus make the bonds more at- 
tractive to investors. 
(3 They will 


sell the land-bank bonds in the open 
investment market, which, for ob- 
vious reasons, the small farmer could 
not reach to advantage. 
• The bonds are to be issued in de- 
nominations ranging from 
?25 
to 


$1,000, and it is expected that the 
bonds o£ small denomination will en- 
courage saving thru their appeal to 
individuals who have not been in the 
habit of making investments. 
The 


bonds will be secured not only by 
farm mortgages deposited' in trust 
with a government official (the regis- 
trar for the land-bank district) but 
also as indicated above, by the capi- 
tal and surplus of the 12 land banks. 


Both mortgages and bonds will be 


exempt from all forms of taxation. 
Farmers who wish to obtain money 


from the federal land banks will or- 
dinarily be obliged to form local loan 
associations, and get their loans thru 
these organizations. The local loan 
associations will improve the credit 
c-f their members and reduce the cost 
of their loans thru the performance 
of certain definite services, among 
which are the following: 
The corn- 


mi Uee called the "loan committee 
of the association wi',1 appraise the 
property offered as security and ap- 
prove all applications for loans which 
are sent to the land bank. The sec- 
retary-treasurer of the 
association 


will transmR the papers and carry on 
all correspondence with the land bank 
relative to the loans. The association 
will guarantee the mortgages of its 
members, the liability of any indi- 
vidual member being limited, how- 
ever, to an additional sum equal to 
the amount of his capital stock, or 
approximately to 5 per cent of his 
own loan. 
One important function of the new 


ystem will be to establish safe stan- 
dards for the farm-mortgage busi- 
ness of the United States; for it is 
not proposed to extend any credit ex- 
\ept on the basis of proper secnrity. 
ik addition to the indorsement of the 
.Total association, every loan must 
ha% the approval of one of the sal- 
aried. appraisers appointed 
by the 


government for the 
several 
land 


"Further, not more, than $10,000 
may .''be1.' loaned to one borrower, nor 
more than 50 per cent of the value of 
the land-Joffered as security plus 20 
per cent (A the value of the buildings; 
and the m6ney must be used for spec- 
ified productive purposes, such as the 
purchase bfefarm land, improvements 
equipment, -fertilizers, or live stock, 
or for the "payment of existing in- 
debtedness. \ 
The federal^, farm loan board or 
the treasury department has general 
charge of the system. 
The depart- 


ment of agrlcuifeure will co-operate 
with this board in^upp.Iying informa- 
tion and 
rendering assistance . to 


farmers who des'ir4 to take advan- 
tage of the federal f-arm loan^act, es- 
pecially with'' referenc^ to the organi- 
zation of local loans;as%ociations..

THE HISTORIC SCHOENBRtTNN 


Austria's Roj'al Palnco tho Scene of 


Many Dramatic Events 


Less than three jniles southwest of 


the Ringstrasse, which surrounds the 
inner city of Vienna, Is the Impres- 
sive pile of masonry 
known 
as 


Schoenbrunn, Kvhere:some of the most 
dramatic episodes in tho history of 
Austria have been staged and where 
Emporer 
Francis 
Joseph's 
death 


brought to a close a phenonenal 
reign of sixty-eight years. A Nation- 
al Geographic society bulletin gives 
the following description of the royal 
summer residence and some of the 
episodes which have had a regal 
setting there; 
"With its more than 1,400 rooms 


Schoenbrunn Is a splendid example 
of imperial residence modeled on the 
standard of the great palace at Ver- 
sailles. 
One of the striking pecul- 


iarities of this home of Austria's 
royal family, however, is that Instead 
of crowning aa eminence it is built 
on low ground, while the magnificent 
park o-f nearly 500 acres occupies the 
high ground, rising gradually from 
the pa-lace doors until it terminates 
on a hill adorned with a beautiful 
colonnade called the Gloriette. . 
• 
"Three 'important events of the 


Napoleonic era were staged in the 
imperial apartments of Schoenbrunn, 
The first was the treaty of 1805, 
signed here by Napoleon and Haug- 
witz, the'latter .acting for the king of 
Prussia. By this document Napoleon 
inflicted a humiliating diplomatic'de- 
feat on, the Prussian statesman', who 
agreed to surrender Cleves, Ansbach 
and Neuchatel to.'France in exchange^ 
Cor Hanover, whereas he had come* 
to see the emporer- for the express 
purpose of- delivering' an ultimatum 
demanding the' return of Hanover. 
In the same year (Dec..27) Napoleon 
Issued the proclamation of.Sctioen- 
brurin, in which' the Bourbon dynasty 
In Naples was declared.at an end.'

ACUEAGK WILL UK LKSS 


The Stevens Point Journal says 


that tho acreage of potatoes planted 
In Portage county tho coming season 
will bo less than that of a year ago, 
according to a business man identi- 
fied with potato buying . The reason 
given for this prediction is the high, 
prfce of seed. 
Seed potatoes will 


probably be $2.BO a bushel this son- 
6on, It'is estimated, and there Is no 
assurance of present 
high 
prices 


next year. 


The demands of the potato mar- 


ket, 
together with tho short crop last 


season have resulted In the bulk of 
the potatoes in the hands of farmers 
being sold. The business man quoted 
estimated that possibly about 25 per 
cent of the 1916 crop is still In the 
hands of the farmers. 
This is per- 


haps half the proportion of the- crop 
of tho previous season held by the 
producers a year ago. In this part of 
the country the 1016 crop was only 
about 25 per cent of the normal. 
The shortage of cars has prevented 
!he buyers from shipping their stocks 
as rapidly as they havo wished. Tho 
business man quoted estimates that 
possibly 50 car loads are now in the 
hands of the dealers in this city and 
the county. Last year tho stocks in 
their hands wero still larger but that 
was due more to tho large available 
supplies. 


At present thero is no evidence of 
greater advance in prices or of 


an immodiatj decline. New potatoes 
cannot conns'in to compete for some 
time. 
In due time the< price will 


naturally be reduced as the season 
advances. ,

Coal Tar in Demand. . 


In America the demand for coke In 


the manufacture of iron and steel, in 
which the' United Stares leads, is so 
great that the United States became 
the principal producer of coke, and, in- 
cidentally, the' principal producer of 
coal tar, which American coke pro- 
ducers considered a nuisance. 
Then 


came the by-product coke oven, which 
saves the coal tar given off In distilla- 
tion. 
But still there was no market 


for tlie coal tar. Of the 09,000,000 tons 
of coal coked in the United States in 
1913, 
52,000,000 tons were coked In the 


old-s'tyle ovens and everything but the 
coke wasted ; while only 17,000,000 tons, 
less than 2ti per cent, were coked In by- 
product ovens, and the gas ammonia 
nnd coal tar saved. Now. however, the 
war has created n market for coal tar 
in the American dye industry which 
should drive out the wasteful coking 
process, and afford the American chem-

There ure In existence In the wur 


department plans formulated over two 
years ago and which were Intended to 
govern correspondence sent from Un; 
Hold or from battleships, ur from the 
city of Washington, In cuso war wus 
duclnrcd with Mexico. 
It Is under- 


stood that tho war department had 
laid down rules so drastic us virtually 
lo destroy Iho usefulness of the work 
of u correspondent In the field or In 
tho capital. 


It will bo the endeavor of the corps 


of Washington correspondents to se- 
cure mi amelioration of the conditions 
laid down In tho existing plan, nnd co- 
oporntlon will bo promised, so far as 
the standing committee oC correspond- 
ents has authority, In the mime of ev- 
ery correspondent who toduy Is admit- 
ted to the press galleries of the two 
houses of congress. 


Don't Like British Methods. 


Thus far no attempt bus been mudo 


by tho authorities to censor dispatcher 
from tho city of Washington. Confi- 


dence has boon placed in the members 
of tho correspondents' corps to use 
their own discretion us to what shall 
be printed and what shall not bo print- 
ed. There nro newspaper men In 
Washington who know u great deal 
about tho present condition of the army 
and of the navy und something of the 
plans which huve< been formulated to 
put both to effective service lu case 
war shall come. These correspondents 
havo, so far as Is known, refrained, 
from saying anything which might be 
of service to a possible enemy. 


Talks with army and nuvy officers 


who, however, will havo no hund In the 
laying down of censorship rules, for 
Unit duty Is Imposed on a special 
board, prove thai In the main the men 
of tho two services uro convinced thai 
tho British mplhotls of censorship have 
been not only too drii&tlc but ulso un- 
intelligent. 


In Hnglund when tho war was about 


eight months old It was possible It 
send through tho mulls to Amorlcc 
any thing, which'one chose lo write, and 
tho ch!\nee was only one to ten that r 
the letti?!1 would be opened and read 
for approval or disapproval. The ro- 
sull was that u mass of stuff wus sent 
to Amerlcn which evontuully found its 
wuy back to Germany. 


Then the system of censorship In

THR IIISTOUIC SCHOKNHRUNN 


Austria's Koyal 1'alaco tho Scene of 


Many Dramatic Events 


Less than three miles southwest of 


the Ringstrasse, which surrounds the 
Inner city of Vienna, is the impres- 
sive pile of masonry 
known 
as 


Schoonbi'unn, Kvhore some of the rnoHt 
dramatic episodes in tho history oC 
Austria lm\e been staged aud where 
Empoier 
Francis 
Joseph's 
death 


brought to a close a pheuonenal 
reign of sixty-eight years. A Nation- 
al Geographic society bulletin gives 
the following description of tlio royal 
bummer residence and some of the 
episodes which have had a regal 
setting thoro: 


"With Its more than 1,400 rooms 


Schoonbrunn is a splendid example 
ot imperial residence modeled on tho 
standard of tho groat palace at Ver- 
sailles. 
One of the striking pecul- 


iarities of this home of Austria's 
royiil family, however, is that Instead 
of crowning au eminence it is built 
on low ground, while the magnificent 
park of nearly 500 acres occupies the 
high ground, rising gradually from 
tho palace doors until it terminates 
on a hill adorned with a beautiful 
colonnade called the Glorlotto, 


"Throe important events of the 


Napoleonic era were staged in the 
Imperial apartments of Schoenbrunn. 
The first wan tho treaty of 1805, 
signed here by Napoleon and Haug- 
wit1/,, the latter acting for the king of 
Prussia, By this document Napoleon 
inflicted a humiliating diplomatic de- 
feat on tho Prussian statesman, who 
agreed to surrender Cloves, Ansbach 
and Neuclmtel to'France lu exchange 
for Hanover, whereas he had como' 
to soo the omporor for the express 
purpose of- delivering an ultimatum 
demanding the return of Hanover. 
In the same year (Dec. 27) Napoleon 
issued tho proclamation of Schoen- 
brunn, in which the Bourbon dynasty 
in Naples was declared at an end, 


"Four years after Haugwllz's hu- 


miliation a second treaty of Schoon- 
brunn was signed, the principals this 
time being Napoleon and Francis I., 
tho Austrian emporer, who less than 
a year later was 
to 
become 
tho 


father-in-law of the 'upstart Corsi- 
can.' 
\ 
k 


"On this occasion the emporsr of 


the French again drovo a hard bar- 
gain, but this time liH antagonist 
had no alternative, for the Austrian 
army had just sustained a crushing 
defeat at Wagram. The vanquished 
nation was forced to give up Salz- 
burg, a portion of upper Austria and 
extensive territory in Carinthla, Car- 
niola, Croatia and along the Adriatic 
seaboard, 
In addition, Francis was 


compelled to relinquish that share of 
tho booty which 'had fallen to Austria 
in tho third dismemberment of Pol- 
ami (1795).

THE HISTORIC 5CHOENBRT7NN 


Austria's Royal Palace the Scene of 


Many Dramatic Events 


Less than three miles southwest of 


the Ringstrasse, winch surrounds the 
inner city of Vienna, is the impres- 
sive pile of masonry 
known 
as 


Schoenbrunn, 'where some of the most 
dramatic episodes in the history of 
Austria have been staged and where 
Emporer 
Francis 
Joseph's 
death 


brought to a close a phenonenal 
reign of sixty-eight years. A Nation- 
al Geographic society bulletin gives 
the following description of the royal 
summer residence and some of the 
episodes which have had a regal 
setting there: 
"With its more than 1,400 rooms 


Schoenbrunn is a splendid example 
of imperial residence modeled on the 
standard of the great palace at Ver- 
sailles. 
One of the striking pecul- 


iarities of this home of Austria's 
royal family, however, is that instead 
of crowning an eminence it is built 
on low ground, while the magnificent 
park of nearly 500 acres occupies the 
high ground, rising gradually from 
the palace doors until it terminates 
on a hill adorned with a beautiful 
colonnade called the Gloriette. 


'.'Three important events of the 


Napoleonic era were staged in the 
imperial apartments of Schoenbrunn. 
The first was the treaty of 1805, 
signed here by Napoleon and Haug- 
witz, the latter acting for the king of 
Prussia. 
By this document Napoleon 


inflicted a humiliating diplomatic de- 
feat on, the Prussian statesman, who 
agreed to surrender Cleves, Ansbach 
and Neuchatel to'France in exchange 
for Hanover, whereas he had come" 
to see the emporer for the express 
purpose of- delivering an ultimatum 
demanding the return of Hanover. 
In the same year (Dec. 27) Napoleon 
issued the proclamation of Schoen- 
brunn, in which the Bourbon dynasty 
in Naples was declared at an end. 
"Four years after Haugwitz's hu- 


miliation, a second treaty of .Schoen- 
brunn was signed, the principals this 
time being Napoleon and Francis I., 
the Austrian emporer, who less than 
a year later was 
to 
become 
the 


father-in-law of the 'upstart Corsi- 
can.' 
v' 
" 
"On this occasion the emporer of 


the French again drove a hard bar- 
gain, but this time his antagonist 
had .no alternative, for the Austrian 
-army had just sustained a crushing 
defeat at Wagram. The vanquished 
nation was forced to give up Salz- 
burg, a portion of upper Austria and 
extensive territory,.in Carinthia, Car- 
niola; Croatia and along the Adriatic 
seaboard. ' 'In addition, Francis was 
compelled to relinuuish that share of 
the booty which had fallen to Austria- 
in the third dismemberment of Pol- 
and (1795). 
"One of the most pathetic scenes 


ever witnessed within the .-Brails of 
this palace erected by Marie Theresa 
was the final, hour :in the life of the 
unhappy Due de Reichstadt, son of 
Napoleon and. the Austrian -arch- 
duchess Marie Louise. The 'Eaglet,' 
as he was called, was just twenty-one 
when he died! of tuberculosis in a 
room once occupied by his illustrious 
father on one of the occasions when 
he held-Schoenbrunn as his. military 
headquarters. A perhaps too highly 
colored and historically warped :but 
superbly, appealing picture of this 
deathbed has been given to the world 
by the distinguished poet-playwright 
of France,'Edmbnd Rostand, In his 
.widely known drama bt 'I/Alglon-.'

What is more, these ex- 
periments have proved

odor 


travels thru the water, just as it 
does thru the air. Anglers have laid 
so much stress on the need of ex- 
citing the fisli's interest by the look 
at food that the effect of scent has 
been overlooked.

at a hook containing a piece, of fat 
pork, E.'tho the pork does not look 
like anv kind of fish that swims the 
sea. 
Why, then, should the trout be 


expected to be'interested only, in an 
artificial "gray hackle?"
